Glasgow graciously responded 
by sending the manager of her tram- 
way system, 5[r. James Dalrymple, 
whose sojourn in America has just 
come to an end. Mr. Dairymple spent 
several weeks in studying the situation 
in American cities and promised to 
write out his conclusions on his way 
home, to be sent to Mayor Dunne as 
soon as completed. It may be said in 
passing that the widely published in- 
terview with Mr. Dairymnle, sent out 
from I'liiladcliihia. in which he is made 
to advise American cities against mn- 
nicipal ownership because of our polit- 
ic:)! machines and spoils system, he 
has denied almost, in toto. merely re- 
marking that polities and municipal 
ownership must be utterly divorced. 
Ills real views on the question will 
only be known finally and authorita- 
tively when he sends them officially to ! 
Mrsyor Dunne.

Total fares oC over 4 cents, however, 
are rare. Iu fact, the Glasgow man- 
ager asserts that lie could do away 
with all fares in excess of '6 cents 
without appreciably dirumistiiug the 
revenues. 


Cars Kept Clean and Neat as a Pin. 
The tram cars iu Glasgow and many 


other British cities are double deckers, 
thus having twice the seating Capacity 
of ordinary cars. 
This necessitates 


somewhat greater height, but other- 
wise these two story trams are very 
convenient and comfortable. The Glas- 
gow cars are kept as clean and neat 
as a pin. 
At the slightest, scratch 


they are run into the repair shop. 
There is-rio watered stock iu the capi- 
talization lof the Glasgow lines. 
The 


total capitalization is $13.000.000 and 
the debt is -$8.500,000. A sinking finul 
of 2 per cent per annum is provided 
to reduce this debt. There is no at- 
tempt to make money by the system, 
hut a large tax is paid yearly to the city. 


Au old age pension is provided for 


employees. Tart of the fund for this 
is furnished by the city and part by a 
subscription of the employees them- j 
selves. Nobody is discharged because i 
of age, but: wlieu too old to :;tteud to ] 
their duties the men are retired on ' 
this pension. 
The general manager ; 


has absolute control of the hiring and 
'discharging of men. 
Politics is not : 


allowed to enter .into this, but only j 
the question of fitness for duty. The; 
employees seem perfectly" contended, i 
have refused to organize themselves ' 
into a labor union, have never struck ( 
or even • discussed a strike and 
re- ;

wage level is not quite so high as on 
this side the water, but neither is the 
expense of living so high, so that com-;

"The citizens of Chicago feel tliat what 
Glasgow has accomplisbed Chicago can 
accomplish; that, without disparage 
iiieiit to the citizens of Glasgow, w( 
are just as courageous, just as honest 
just as intelligent as the citizens o; 
any other city in the civilized world.' 
And for proof he added: "We know 
that this cily has successfully managed 
its waterworks for nearly half a cen- 
tury. We know that it is selling wa- 
ter today as cheaply as any groat city 
in the western world. \Ve know that 
for several years past Chicago has 
lieen rapidly developing a magnificent 
municipal electric light plant and thai 
the cost of electric light under public 
management has been cut in two.''

.~>o men and women were in the place. 
All were arrested and held as witness- 
es until the affair was 
investigated, 


but no evidence was ever procured to 
fasten the crime on any one. State 
ments alleged to have recently been 
made by the Burden girl and Mitchell, 
the officers say. have solved the mys- 
tery, and it is hinted that 
other ar- 


rests will follow. The motive for the 
murder has always been as much of a 
mystery as the identity of the murder- 
er. It is not known that Dye had any 
large sum of money at the time he was 
killed. 
His pockets were empty and 


nothing of value was iound on his 
body after the

plausible theory is said to be jealousy. 
Dye was killed in the saloon and his 
body dragged from a rear door and 
across a yard and left in a lot near 
a furniture store.

Who 
Suggests Amendments—Jury 


Trial Not Good For the Philippines. 
Increase of Crime. 


New Haven, Conn.. June 27.—Law 


graduates of Yale listened to an ad- 
dress by Secretary of \Var Taft on 
"The Administration of the Criminal 
Law," the judge saying: 


"In our country the institution of 


trial by jury has come lo be regarded 
as fetish to such an extent that state 
legislatures have exalted the power of 
the jury and diminished the power of 
the court in the hearing of criminal 
cases. The function of the judge is 
limited to that of moderator in a re- 
ligious assembly. The counsel for the 
defense, relying on the iindiminished 
power of the court, creates by dra- 
matic art and by harping on the im- 
portance of unimportant details, a 
false atmosphere in the courtroom, 
which the judge is powerless to dispel, 
and under the hypnotic influence of 
which the counsel is able to lead the 
jurors to vote as jurors for a verdict 
which, after all the excitement of the 
trial has passed, they are unable to 
support as men. The result of Amer- 
can 
criminal 
procedure 
as distin- 


guished trom Ihe English crimi.ial pro- 
cedure does not encourage us to think 
that it would be wise to introduce into 
the Philippine 'Islands a system of 
jury trial which now prevails in most 
of the states, especialh under the re- 
strictions of the power of the court, 
which we find as we go west in this 
country. 


•'•Since 18S3. in the United States 


there have been lol.Rol murders and 
homicides, and there have been 2,280 
executions. In 1885 the number of 
murders was l.SOS. In 1904 it had in- 
creased to 8.482. The number of ex- 
ecutions in ISSo was 108. In 190-1 the 
number was 11G. 'This startling in- 
ciease in the number of murders and 
homicides as compared with the num- 
ber of executions tells the story. As 
murder is on the increase, so are all 
oft'ens'es of the felony class, and thers 
can be no doubt that they will con- 
tinue to increase unless the criminal 
laws are enforced with more certainty, 
more uniformity, more severity than 
they now are. 


"The 
remedy may be found in 


statutory amendments. 
If laws could 


be passed either abolishing the right 
of criminal appeal and leaving to the 
pardoning power, as it is in England, 
the correction of judicial wrong, or in- 
stead of that, if appeals must be al- 
lowed, then if a provision of law could 
lie enacted by which no judgment of 
the court below could be reversed ex- 
cept for an error which the court after 
reading the entire evidence can affirm- 
atively say would have led to a dif- 
ferent verdict, 99 reversals out of 100 
under the present system would be 
avoided. If the power of the court by 
statute to advise the jury, to com- 
ment and explain its opinion to the 
jury upon the facts in every criminal 
case could be restored,and if the state 
and the defendant were both deprived 
of peremptory challenges in the selec- 
tion of a jury, 25 per cent of these 
trials which are now miscarriages of 
justice would result in the conviction 
of the guilty defendant."
